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Editorial 


THE picture on the front cover shows an anti-fascist demonstration against Colin Jordan’s 
National Socialist Movement in Trafalgar Square in 1962. As a result of the opposition to 
the fascists, Colin Jordan was banned from holding meetings there. The photo is a 
reminder of the tradition of anti-fascism in this country, a tradition that we ought not to 
forget. 

On page 12 there is a photo of fascists taken in Trafalgar Square taken in May 1982, dur- 
ing the Falklands peace march. About 25 of them had arrived early to greet the march, and 
they heckled the speakers and shouted abuse until police moved them away. No one took 
the slightest notice of them as they wandered round the back of the square, not quite sure 
what to do next. Several were wearing White Power shirts — they were very noticeable 
from their appearance. 

There are some anti-fascists who would argue that it is right to ignore them in a situation 
like this, that they end up feeling demoralised because no one takes any notice of them. 
Peter Alexander, national organiser of the ANL, holds this view. He also believes that the 
way to fight racist and fascist ideas is to campaign for the right to work, or CND. 

But racism is not a product of unemployment, nor can the fight against it be tacked on to 
the campaign against nuclear weapons. It must be fought in its own right, and we have to 
face up to the fact that it’s getting worse. 

A few years ago, we were all campaigning to prove that the NF were really nazis, that 
they preached the poison of racism, anti-semitism and violence. Now they walk around 
with swastikas, white power badges, they stand up in public as they did in a Croydon 
theatre recently, and say ‘Yes I am a nazi. I beat up niggers and Jews. What do you want to 
make of it?’ 

On 15 May over 60 people came to a meeting which Searchlight organised in memory of 
Maurice Ludmer. Two of us from Searchlight spoke about the Tory Right and about 
fascist violence. Anwar Ditta described her own experiences of state racism, and Anna 
Sullivan talked about the work of ANL. A. Sivanandan summed up by giving his 
analysis of the shifts in racist politics in the 80s. 

From the speakers and from the discussion afterwards, two things were clear: there is a 
growing dissatisfaction with the way the central ANL is being run, and there is an urgent 
need to co-ordinate all the anti-racist groups and campaigns. This is exactly what all the 
people who responded to the Searchlight editorial last October have said over and over 
again. 

What is clearly needed is a broad-based anti-racist campaign geared to fight the racism 
the nazis feed off. But we also need an analysis of fascism today, and plans for how to deal 
with fascist organisations. They have changed their tactics and learned from past mistakes 
and anti-fascists should be prepared in advance, having learned from our own successes 
and failures. 

Searchlight has supported the ANL from the beginning. But if the organisers are unwill- 
ing to prioritise the fight against racism and fascism in its own right, then let’s hear about 
it. Certainly ANL branch members want to get on with the work. If the ANL structure is to 
be kept, there should be democratically elected full-time organisers. If not, then we should 
be working fast to replace it with another form of co-ordinating structure.

BACK IN 
FLEET 
STREET 


C. Gordon Tether, once a well- 
known columnist for the Financial 
Times but more recently a regular 
contributor to the American revi- 
sionist paper Spotlight, is now back 
at Fleet Street, writing for the 
Times. Seven years ago he was sack- 
ed from his long-standing job at the 
Financial Times for refusing to 
tailor his comments on _ the 
Bilderberg Group. Since then Tether 
has written regularly for the racist 
and anti-semitic paper of the Liber- 
ty Lobby, Spotlight. Last year he 
was guest speaker at a meeting of 
the nazi British Democratic Party in 
Leicester. 

Searchlight has drawn attention to 
Tether’s career several times in the last 
two years, ever since he began writing 
for Spotlight. He is well-known in Bri- 
tain for his anti-common market views; 
his pamphlet The Great Common 
Market Fraud was widely praised. He 
received enthusiastic support from 
groups on the left of the Labour Party as 
well as from On Target, the organ of the 
British League of Rights, whose leader, 
Don Martin, is the British representative 
of WACL. At the same time he was 
prepared to write articles for a paper 
that is obsessed with the zionist con- 
spiracy, with the theme that six million 
Jews did not die in the Second World 
War, with racism and with other topics 
dear to the far right. When interviewed 
by Searchlight in 1980, Tether said that 
it was not for him to comment on the 
contents of the rest of the paper. He said 
that he had been driven out of his plat- 
forms in Britain, and that Spotlight was 
‘liberal’ enough to provide him with a 
platform. 

After that, however, Tether accepted 
an invitation to be guest speaker at the 
annual general meeting of the British 
Democratic Party, one of the original 
factions from the NF. The group is now 
defunct after its leader Anthony Reed 
Herbert was revealed by World in Ac- 
tion to be heavily involved in gun runn- 
ing and other illegal activities. Most 
BDP members have since joined the 
British National Party. 

When Searchlight contacted Charles 
Douglas Home, editor of the Times, to 
ask him if he was aware of Tether’s 
‘liberal’ connections, he refused to com- 
ment. 


TORY RACIST RIGHT: SMETHWICK 
VETERAN BANS CITY FESTIVAL 


IN RECENT issues of Searchlight we have pointed to the re-emergence of 
so-called “respectable” racists, both inside and outside the Conservative 
Party. In Birmingham, a Tory Councillor, Charles Collett, proposed a ban 
on a multi-cultural festival, planned for a city park. In 1976 Collett shared 
a platform in Trafalgar Square with notorious racists and fascists, such 
as Michael McLaughlin of the British Movement, and Lady Jane Bird- 
wood, whose connection with the far right have been well documented 


in Searchlight. 

In proposing the ban on the festival, 
planned by the Peoples Campaign for Jobs, 
Collett claimed that vandalism would result 
if the festival was held in Cannon Hill Park. 

“Tet them use the black patch at 
Calthorpe Park or some other open space in 
the central area’’, he said. 

There is no area which could be described 
as a ‘‘black patch’’ in Calthorpe Park, 
which is less than a mile from Cannon Hill 
Park. Both parks are in Balsall Heath, 
which has a large black population. Can- 
non Hill Park, however, also borders the 
affluent Edgbaston district, which con- 
sistently returns a Conservative MP. The 
park is regularly used for other festivals, 
and pop concerts, and because of its size, is 
the most suitable park in the city for these 
events. 


Smethwick 
Collett’s involvement in racist groups goes 


back to the early 1960s when he helped to 
set up the Birmingham Immigration Con- 
trol Committee. He was also involved in 
setting up the Smethwick Immigration Con- 
trol Association in 1961. This led to the 
notorious Smethwick election campaign of 
1964, during which the supporters of Grif- 
fiths, the Conservative candidate, coined 
the slogan: 

“If you want a nigger for a neighbour, 
vote Labour’”’ (see Searchlight No.46). 

The ban on the multi-cultural festival, 
later approved by a meeting of the full 
Council, was followed by a ban on a pro- 
posed CND festival at Cannon Hill Park. 

The Conservative Council have also cut 
off funds to two legal advice centres in 
deprived areas of the city. The centres, in 
Handsworth and Small Heath, will have to 
close when their grant, totalling £99,000, is 
cut off. The Conservatives are also plan- 
ning to turn over Council services to private 
contractors.

PRESS COUNCIL REJECTS 
COMPLAINT AGAINST 
SEARCHLIGHT 


The Press Council has rejected a 
complaint against Searchlight by 
Tony Malski. Last August Searchiight 


published an article naming Malski 
as one of those centrally involved in 
a plot to bring carnage to the Not- 
ting Hill Carnival. 


“The Press Council studied the 
verbatim transcript of a telephone 
conversation between Malski and a 
freelance correspondent for Sear- 
chiight who posed as a sympathetic 
representative of a magazine said to 


have been a recruiting ground for 
mercenaries. .The Council accepts 
that this subterfuge was justified in 
the public interest. 

“The conversation was a horrify- 
ing one in which Malski referred to 
‘our battle with the niggers’, 15 
places in the country where it was 
possible. there would be riots, the 
burning of houses and the planting 
of bombs. It was a conversation 
compatible with the picture of him 
which emerges from the article.” 


Tory Party probes 
right-wing students 


AFTER two years of allegations of 
corruption and extreme-right infiltra- 
tion, the Federation of Conservative 
Students is to be the subject of a high- 
level Conservative Party inquiry. 

The inquiry, to be headed by Mr Donald 
Walters, a barrister and chairman of the 
Conservative National Union, will in- 
vestigate charges that right-wingers forged 
signatures on nomination papers for five 
FCS candidates at last Easter’s National 
Union of Students conference; that a ‘slush 
fund’ was used to finance bogus delegates 
to the FCS conference at Sheffield in 1981; 
and that NF and BM members have been 
active within the right-wing of FCS. 

The scandals, which have led a number 
of Conservative Student Associations to 
threaten to leave FCS, have all arisen since 
former Aberdeen student Peter Young, 
seized control of FCS two years ago. From 
the start it was known that the new FCS 
leadership had associations with extremists 
— Young himself, for instance, was a close 
colleague of George Millar, the British 
leader of the far-right Russian emigre group 
NTS (see Searchlight 84). 


Inflated 


But trouble really began with attempts at 
the 1981 FCS conference to fix matters so 
that the right-wing leadership remained in 
office. A former FCS activist at Aston 
University, Adrian Chandler, has described 
to Searchlight how Young approached him 
to find ‘‘extra’’ delegates for the con- 
ference, who would support the right. 
Similar approaches were made at other col- 
leges, and various methods were used to in- 
crease right-wing representation. At some 
colleges shell FCS groups were set up which 
then applied for delegates’ credentials. At 
others, the memberships of existing groups, 
controlled by the right, were artifically in- 
flated to increase their entitlement of 
delegates to the conference. Before the 
Sheffield conference, right-wingers used 
different coloured pens to fill in registration 
forms for non-existent FCS groups. And 
finally, Peter Young himself was involved 
in scrutinising lists of conference delegates 
to identify non-attenders who could be im- 
personated. It was by this last method that 
Aston University student journalist Martyn 
Lester was able to attend, pretending to be 
Marc Henri Glendenning, from Warwick 
University. Lester was infiltrated into the 
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conference by Chandler who had already 
been scandalised by the activities of the 
right, and was attempting to expose them. 
Chandler was still, at this point, trusted by 
Young, for whom he did secretarial work at 
FCS headquarters in headquarters in Con- 
servative Central Office. 


Industrialists 


It was during this time that Young address- 
ed appeals to a number of prominent finan- 
ciers and industrialists asking for financial 
help on behalf of his faction within FCS. 
Donations were to be private and payable 
to Young’s personal bank account. 
Amongst those approached was Sir James 
Goldsmith with whom Young subsequently 
had a meeting. It is not known which of 
those approached responded favourably to 
Young’s request, but it is clear that ‘slush 
money’ was available at the Sheffield con- 
ference, and Young told Chandler that he 
had raised several thousand pounds. Mar- 
tyn Lester’s ‘expenses’ were paid by Young 
with a cheque drawn on his own bank ac- 
count. 

Ironically, following his election as FCS 
chairman in 1980, Young was the subject of 
a glowing report in the Freedom Associa- 
tion newspaper Free Nation: ‘‘The new 
chairman, Peter Young’’, it said, ‘‘A Free 
Nation contributor who has also written on 
student affairs for Now! magazine, is a sea- 
green incorruptible of the intelligent right”’. 


Extremism 


Other allegations concern right-wing ex- 
tremism in FCS, of which numerous reports 
have come from the now notorious Shef- 
field conference. A cabaret evening 
organised by the right included the singing 
of songs with lines like ‘‘All in all it’s just 
another wog on the dole’ and ‘“‘David 
Steyn, he’s alright; maybe wet but at least 
he’s white’’. Another act involved a song 
praising Oswald Mosley. Right-wing 
delegates persistantly greeted each other' 
with the cry of ‘‘Seagull’’ accompanied by 
straight arm salutes ostensibly pointing to 
birds in the sky. 

Instances of infiltration by members of 
the NF and BM had been reported to Cen- 
tral Office by a number of FCS and Young 
Conservative branches, including groups in 
London, Coventry, Kent, South Shields 
and Preston. Young Conservative chairman 
Phil Pedley was quoted in May 1981, warn-

ing groups to be on their guard: ‘“‘We 
believe there is a co-ordinated effort by nazi 
groups to infiltrate the Conservative 
Party’’, he said. 


Infiltration 


At North London Polytechnic, FCS 
chairperson Nicholas O’Connor actually 
wrote to the student union president an- 
nouncing that FCS would no longer be ap- 
plying for a union grant, and that a British 
Movement branch was to be launched in- 
stead. 

Peter Young is known to have been con- 
cerned about the challenge posed to his 
group by nazi infiltration, and wrote to 
Lord Thorneycroft, then Conservative Par- 
ty chairman, accusing three FCS members 
of having belonged to the National Front or 
British Movement. The problem was 
discussed at a subsequent meeting between 
Young and Thorneycroft. 


Sinister 


One of the most sinister incidents occurred 
at the close of the Sheffield conference. 
Before driving back to Scotland, a delegate 
who had been opposing the far right, decid- 
ed to check over his car. He found that the 
wheelnuts had been removed.

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‘‘New Britain’’ 
cultivate Mayors 


The right wing New Britain Party, led by 
Dennis Delderfield, has made a determined 
attempt to gain respectability by holding 
meetings attended by public officials. 

On 20 January, New Britain held a 
“Nautical Evening” in Chatham, attended 
by the Mayor and Mayoress of Rochester. 
The Royal Navy was represented by Com- 
mander M. Butt, representing Rear Admiral 
G. Brewer, Flag Officer Medway. Chatham 
Marine Cadets formed a Guard of Honour. 

At the start of May, Delderfield spoke at a 
public meeting at Tilbury, which was also 
addressed by Thurrock’s Mayor, Councillor 
Peter Butt. 

New Britain are apparently planning to 
hold a series of meetings with local coun- 
cils, under the guise of commemorating 
“Maritime England Year”. 

“New Britain” is opposed to the Race 
Relations Act, and is in favour of capital 
punishment and a compulsory six month 
period of non-military service for all young 
people. It is in favour of “voluntary repatria- 
tion” of black people — compulsory if “‘im- 
migrants” are convicted of a_ serious 
criminal offence during their first five years 
of residence. 

Among “New Britain” members are 
General Walter Walker, the Rev. Cyril 
Eastaugh, and Air-Vice Marshal Don Ben- 
net, all of whom have previously appeared 
in the pages of Searchlight. 


RAVES FROM THE GRAVE 


The Guardian reported on 2 June a new 
political departure for that veteran right- 
wing campaigner Oliver Smedley. He is, ap- 
parently, about to launch a new political 
venture called FISICAL which roughly 
stands for Freedom In Sport International 
Committee and Lobby. 

Smedley, it will be recalled, has in the 
past been associated with Air Vice-Marshal 
Don ‘Pathfinder’ Bennett (patron of the 
British League of Rights and a host of 
obscure rightist causes), and in 1976, as 
organiser of the Anti-Dear Food Campaign, 
he was a guest speaker alongside Lady Jane 
Birdwood, at a conference organised by the 
Anti-Communism Movement. His latest 
venture is intended to recruit prominent 
sports personalities into yet another of his 
half-baked campaigns. 

In a warning to young athletes who might 
become involved, the Guardian gets it about 
right. “We are talking about a fruit cake”, it 
says. 

Another fruit cake to re-emerge recently 
is Joy Page, whose Immigration Control 
Association (last heard of several years ago) 
rose from the ashes to hold an annual 
general meeting early in June. Page has 
most recently been involved with her old 
sidekick Joan Mason in the unpleasant 
WISE Association, but that is still too small 
a pond to sustain more than one modest siz- 
ed racist fish. 

WISE itself played host to another 
political corpse recently when one of its 
semi-regular meetings had as its guest 
speaker Andrew Fountaine, founder 
member and former chairman of the Na- 
tional Front. Fountaine, who is still, ap- 
parently, endeavouring to be taken back in- 
to the Conservative Party, from which he 
was expelled 30 years ago, addressed WISE 
on ‘Arms for the defence of Britain — the 
decisive weapon’. 


JOE SHORT — THE ALBATROSS 
ROUND THE NECK OF THE BNP 


JOE SHORT is an imposing figure, 
over six feet tall with staring manic 
eyes that resemble those of an Austrian 
house painter who led the German peo- 
ple through years of barbarism and 
hatred to destruction. Hitler and Joe 
Short have a number of things in com- 
mon; first National Socialism and 
secondly the belief in the forces of the 
Occult, the force of evil. 


Much of the mumbo jumbo of the Third 
Reich was rooted in the ideas, demented as 
they were, of the Thule Society, a small 
group of German Nationalists who includ- 
ed Rudolf Hess in their ranks. Some of the 
inner circle believed in the power to bring 
forth from the inner Earth creatures with 
evil and special powers. They identified 
Hitler early on as one of the people who 
could invoke these creatures of darkness, 
and as Hitler’s power grew, much of the 
lore of the Thule Bund was built into the 
mystique of the SS ceremonies and was us- 
ed to reshape German society and to 
destroy much of the established German 
Church. Those of our readers who have 
seen the Omen films in the cinema or on 
their TV screens will have some idea of 
what powers people like this believe they 
have — powers of sheer evil. Above all else, 
to have the Mark of the Beast, the number 
666, on your scalp puts you in the top 
league with Satan, or whatever name they 
have conjured up for Old Nick this week. 

Some time ago Della Alexander wrote an 
article in the League of St George’s 
magazine, League Review, about the heart 
of true National Socialism. The links with 
the ideas of the Thule Bund poured out on- 
to its pages, clearly indicating that these 
ideas still prevail amongst British hard-line 
nazis. 

Joe Short made the national press recent- 
ly when it was discovered that he had been 
adopted as an official Liberal and SDP 
Alliance candidate in Croydon, South Lon- 
don, for the local council elections. Chosen 
to be his scrutineer, before both of them 
were given the boot by the Liberal Party, 
was one Edmund Morrison, late of Leeds 
and a close nazi associate of Short’s. It 
would appear that Short had spent some 
years building up a cover as a trusted 
member of the Liberal Party and as an ac- 
quaintance of the recently elected local 
Liberal MP, Bill Pitt. 

Short first came to Searchlight’s atten- 
tion in the late sixties when he was a student 
at Cambridge studying chemistry. He was 
made the National Front’s National Stu- 
dent Organiser. This was a real boost for 
them because to have a Cambridge man in 
the NF was something of a miracle. 


Synagogue Arson 


Short’s home town was Sheffield and one 
night after attending a meeting organised by 
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Joe Short. 


Colin Jordan’s newly formed British Move- 
ment he and some others attempted to burn 
down a local synagogue. They were arrested 
and convicted. Strangely enough Short’s 
tutors rushed to his aid and spoke up for 
him in court and he got away with a 
suspended sentence. 

The National Front’s Chairman, A.K. 
Chesterton, was quick to put out a state- 
ment saying that Short was not a paid-up 
member at the time the crime was commit- 
ted, but in fact he was. 

Short was able to finish his studies, after 
which he teamed up with Edmund (Eddie) 
Morrison, who had been in just about every 
group around on the extreme right. First 
they were in the British Movement, then 
with a third man, David Myatt, they form- 
ed the National Democratic Freedom 
Movement. This was based in Morrison’s 
and Myatt’s home town of Leeds. It was 
viciously anti-black and anti-Jewish. Its 
publications were some of the most scur- 
rillous to appear, and they instigated a 
number of very serious physical attacks on 
those they saw as their political and racial 
enemies. It was never clear whether Eddie 
Morrison was as deeply involved as Short in 
occult practices, but Dave Myatt certainly 
was. Myatt’s activities up north became 
legend and stories of his Satinist practices 
spread far and wide in the nazi movement. 
The title ‘cat strangler’ somehow got at- 
tached to him those days. 

Short moved to London and took on the 
organisation of the group in the capital. 
At that time he was training to become 
a chartered accountant and living in 


Clapham, South London. 


The Great Beast 


In the mid-seventies he was invited to the 
Hitler Feast in a house in the Savernake 
Forest which was the home of Lutz 
Vaughan, a Column 88 leader. Short told 
Searchlight that an Altar had been set up to 
worship Hitler and his creed in the house. 
He went on to tell us in explicit terms of his 
Occult interests — how he and other nazis 
divined to find their enemies using ancient 
rights. He even showed us some of the 
prayers (?) relating to the Great Beast which 
he had written. He also spoke of his powers 
as an astrologer. (Nazis have told us that 
Short has claimed to be endowed with the 
Mark of the Beast.) He said that at dawn on 
Hitler’s Birthdate some of the Germans and 
Spaniards present at Vaughan’s had gone to 
either Stonehenge or Avebury and had con- 
ducted some form of pagan ritual. 

Just as Short was finishing his account- 
ancy studies he was picked up by Special 
Branch officers who were interested in the 
possible transfer of arms and funds from 
abroad to Column 88. No charges were 
brought. Shortly afterwards he left London 
and dropped out of sight. Myatt also kept a 
low profile. 

Before the seventies were out, however, 
Short had been uncovered (Searchlight 40) 
while infiltrating a trade union in the 
Midlands. Myatt moved around the coun- 
try. In the last six months they have all sur- 
faced again in the ranks of John Tyndall’s 
British National Party. Morrison has mov- 
ed down to London to work in a travel 


agent’s in the heart of Brixton, though his 
company have since moved him to Ealing. 
By night he has taken over the organising of 
the young BNP members for Tyndall. Dave 
Myatt is now living in Shrewsbury and 
writing for Spearhead, Tyndall’s magazine. 

Since Short’s demise in Liberal circles he 
is being encouraged to write for one of the 
BNP journals, but his name has also been 
linked with the attempt to take over the 
League of St George. 

Tyndall clearly values the skills of this 
man, but at the same time sees him as a 
potential albatross around his neck if news 
of his evil interests gets out. However, it is 
not only anti-fascists who have been upset 
by Short, Morrison and Myatt. In the last 
couple of months a series of leaks about 
their activities — the Liberal candidacy, 
Morrison’s work place and his recent 
organising of an attempt to break up the 
Test Match at Lord’s — have been fed to 
both Searchlight and Fleet Street by an of- 
ficer of the National Front. Maybe he or 
she once had a cat strangled or a spell put

THE SHROPSHIRE LAD 


It was naturally distressing to read in the let- 
ter columns of the Sunday Telegraph (23.5.82) 
that the great patriot, Peregrine Wor- 
thsthorne, had been falling down on the job. 
One correspondent in particular, a Mr John 
O’Brien of Shrewsbury, Shropshire, ex- 
pressed strong reservations about Mr Wor- 
thsthorne’s offering of the previous week: 


“No ringing call that the Falkland Islands, 
discovered, peopled and developed by the 
British, must, particularly after the shedding 
of British blood in their repossession, remain 
British in perpetuity. 

“Instead, we read countless little fudges 
and reservations: prevent the Argentine’s 
return except by international agreement 
through the UN; once the invading forces are 
withdrawn, no objection to a solution more 
acceptable to Argentina’s ‘armour propre’. 

“The UN must be kept out of the Falkland 
Islands at all costs.” 


Well, whether as a result of this letter or 
not, Perry came up trumps in the same 
issue, with a clarion call to arms replete 
with words like “race”, “nationhood”, 
“blood” and “foik”. “If the Falkland 
Islanders were British citizens with black or 
brown skins”, he kicks off, “spoke with 
strange accents or worshipped different 
gods, it is doubtful whether the Royal Navy 
and Marines would today be fighting for 
their liberation”. The real reason for the in- 
vasion, he goes on, is that “the Islanders are 
so quintessentially, archetypically British 
. . . people who belong to the same race and 
nation”. Sure, he admits graciously, we 
have right on our side, but that’s not the 
point: our motives are really nothing to do 
with international law, but “to do with 
ancestral memories”. Yet, ‘this central folk 
element in Britain’s reaction scarcely gets 
mentioned in the public debate, except pe- 
joratively as if it was something about 
which it was best to keep quiet’’. But, still, 
“so far as the great bulk of the British peo- 
ple are concerned, the object is less to con- 
form to United Nations resolutions than to 
heed ancestral voices summoning us to be 
true to the nation’s past”. 

We have pointed out before how, on mat- 
ters of race and nationhood, the tone, style 
and vocabulary of the ultra-right has been 
popping up in the most respectable piaces 
with increasing frequency. But the fashion 
for words like “folk” (the nearest British 
equivalent to the German, mystic “volk”’) 
should not dull us to the fact that, up until a 
very few months ago, such language would 
have been rigorously self-censored from the 
pages of any periodical to the left of 
Spearhead. 

And that would be that, but for one other 
little factor, concerned with the letter with 
which we began. Are there are pensionable 
readers who are scratching their heads and 
murmering to themselves: “O’Brien? John 
O’Brien? John O’Brien of Shropshire? Why 
do | keep thinking about fruit?” 

Well, both John and O’Brien are common 
names. But surely there is at least a 
possibility that the author of the letter is 
none other than the Shropshire fruit-farmer 


John O’Brien who, for a short and unhappy 
period before being ousted by John Tyndall 
in 1972, was Chairman of the National Front.

EUGENICS IN HIGH PLACES 


It's not often Searchlight casts its beam into 
the cobwebs of the House of Lords these 
days, but we thought you'd like to know 
what the world looks like from up there. 
Lord Gisborough, during a debate about 
world population on 12 May, said: 


“We have all read about the problems in our 
crowded schools. Many of these children 
probably grow up with little education and 
they in turn have large families ... That 
leads to overcrowding in the poorest areas 
and like the noble Lord who opened the 
debate, | am sure that it is responsible for 
many of the riots and muggings in the poorer 
areas... 

“. . We ought also to try to encourage 
more sterilisation, particularly for those peo- 
ple who are probably least capable of manag- 
ing their own families. 

“Unless we deal with population growth 
there will be much greater crowding in our 
cities; there will be much greater pressure, 
much greater crime, for example, riots and 
muggings — indeed, there will be an increase 
of everything that we want to do away with.” 


Like people? 


THE WEIMAR Republic provides the 
historian with many opportunities to 
prove himself a prophet looking back, 
and few are more poignant than the 
assassination, on 24 June 1922, of 
Walther Rathenau, the Jew who was 
German Foreign Secretary. If ever a 
murder was not a single doom, it was 
this, and it now appears like a flash 
that lights up the road to Auschwitz. 
While the crime was terrible enough in 
itself, even worse, if anything, was the 
widespread indifference which let it 
pass and the by no means negligible 
sympathy, secret or undisguised, which 
abetted the assassins until they were, in 
Hitler’s first year of power, hailed as 
national heroes. 

The assassination of Rathenau was the 
almost inevitable result of an atmosphere of 
violence which had been developing in Ger- 
many since the end of the war. Hitler’s SA 
storm troopers, then in their infancy, who 
had a line about ‘‘the Jews’ blood spurting 
off the knife’’, also used to sing ‘‘Kill him, 
kill that Rathenau — The God-damn 
Jewish sow’’, or in just as plain prose, the 
doom was pronounced on that ‘“‘raving 
beast of finance without a fatherland, suck- 
ing Germany dry’’. 

Such was the tone of the Nazi meetings in 
those days, advertised under slogans like 
*‘The Jew as the Enemy of Man’’, and 
crowded halls resounded with screams 
‘Hang the Jews!’’, ‘‘Kill the Jews!’’. 
(‘Gas the Jews’”’ was left to the murderers’ 
Government 20 years later.) A contem- 
porary press report on Hitler’s speeches 
said: ‘‘What we were told, defies descrip- 
tion. Incitement after incitement to murder 
the Jews, and each time a pause had to be 
made because every one of these outbursts 
of brutality resulted in the bourgeois rabble 
screeching and howling its approval’’. 

Yet many respectable nationalists never 
seemed to be disturbed — no more than the 
present ‘‘revisionist historians’? who deny 
the holocaust as if it were a figment of our 
imagination and had never been forecast by 
years of unceasing incitement to murder. 
Hitler, they tell us, ‘‘never knew’’ — he the 
instigator and bellwether of murder, the 
man of whom the classic historian of the 
nazi movement, Konrad Heiden, wrote: 
‘‘Where Hitler began to speak, murder 
could be expected as a result’’. He indeed 
knew not what he was doing. 

On the day after the assassination of 
Rathenau, the then Reich Chancellor Josef 
Wirth pointed an accusing finger not only 
at the indoctrinated murderers (who com- 
mitted suicide) but alsc and especially at 
those who had ‘‘created the atmosphere of 


murder in Germany’’ and so were ‘‘injec- 
ting the poison into the wounds of our na- 
tion’’. The same accusing finger might well 
be pointed now at those distorters and 


debauchers of history who seek to 
whitewash the murderers by brazenly 
pretending there never was an attempt to 
exterminate the Jews. 

The unscrupulous propaganda which in- 
cited the lawlessness of violence was de- 
nounced by the Supreme Court in its judg- 
ment on the surviving accomplices of 
Rathenau’s murderers’: ‘‘Behind the 
assassins (it said) there stands the principal 
culprit — the irresponsible fanatical anti- 
semitism which, employing all the resources 
of inflammatory defamation, of which the 
scurrilous and libellous ‘Protocols of the 
Elders of Zion’ are one example, slanders 
the Jew as such, irrespective of his person, 
and thus plants the instincts of murder in 
immature and unbalanced minds’’. The 
Court added the pathetic warning: ‘‘May 
the sacrificial death of Rathenau who realis- 
ed only too clearly the risk he ran in taking 
up office . . . serve to lead the gravely ill 
Germany, fast sinking in a morass of moral 
corruption, back to health again’’. 


‘Treacherous crimes’ 


For a moment it seemed as if the air had 
been cleared. People were aroused, the 
Reichstag passed a Law for the Defence of 
the Republic; even nationalists condemned 
the murder as ‘‘one of the most horrible, 
treacherous crimes that ever defiled the 
history of erring mankind’’. 

But this was, on the right-wing, a solitary 
voice, and such was the state of public opi- 
nion generally, that the law was never cons- 
cientiously enforced; the authority of the 
democratic courts in fact became a laughing 
stock. The murderers could with impunity 
be extolled as men of chivalry and honour. 
The notorious anti-semite Theodor Fritsch 
was allowed not only to blame the Jews (for 
‘*hoping to exploit the death of Rathenau 
for their own ends’’) but actually to 
threaten them with ‘‘wholesale killings’’. 

By 1932, a few months before his ap- 
pointment as Chancellor, Hitler publicly 
made common cause with five storm 
troopers who had been sentenced to death 
for the particularly revolting murder of a 
Communist. So, far from claiming not to 
know, he went went out of his way to 
hearten and assure them: ‘‘My comrades, I 
consider myself at one with you in un- 
bounded loyalty’’. 

The staunchly democratic Frankfurter 
Zeitung then commented: ‘‘Who will have 
any sympathy if the leader of a great 
political movement has the audacity and so 
little scruple as to issue to drunken killers a 


declaration of honour? Woe unto the 
future of Germany if it is to depend on 
documents such as this Hitler telegram’’. 

A few weeks later Hitler was in power, 
and now the glorification of murder 
became official business. In July 1933 a 
memorial tablet to Rathenau’s assassins 
was unveiled at a special ceremony; the 
“‘champions of the new Germany’’ were ex- 
tolled by SS chief Himmler and SA chief 
Roehm who boasted, with every justifica- 
tion, the murderers has ‘‘set an example to 
the storm troopers and other comrades’’. 

Within twelve months, Roehm himself 
was murdered by those ‘‘other comrades”’ 
(Hitler amongst them) and less than ten 
years later the Government, ever loyal to 
the ceaselessly incited murderers, found it 
safe to perpetrate the ‘‘wholesale killings’’ 
which were plainly, if incredibly, threatened 
in 1922, when the assassination of Walther 
Rathenau marked the first sheet lightning 
of the Final Solution.

HAIG GREETS 


AN INTERNAL document from 
the World Anti-Communism 
League, recently obtained by 
Searchlight, reveals that the 
organisation, notorious for its 
links with nazi and right-wing 
terror groups, enjoys the sup- 
port of American Secretary of 
State Alexander Haig. 


The document comes from WACL’s 
1980 World Conference held in Geneva, 
Switzerland, and is made up mainly of 
reports from WACL chapters throughout 
the world. It also contains, however, a 
number of messages of support, including 
one from General Haig, to WACL chair- 
man Ku Cheng Kang. Haig had been in- 
vited to address the conference but was 
unable to do so. In his reply to Ku Cheng 
Kang he says: ‘‘While I clearly support the 
ideals and goals of WACL, I must regret- 
tably decline your invitation due to my re- 
cent commitments to United Technologies 
Corporation and its shareowners and the 
disruption of my schedule caused by my re- 
cent heart surgery; ... Your many kind 
words of esteem have give (sic) me great 
pleasure, and I would like to convey my 
best wishes for what I know will be a most 
successful conference’’. 

The organisation to which Haig lends 
such unequivocal support was denounced 
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by its American chapter in 1973 as a con- 
spiracy controlled by a Mexican secret 
society, with strong links to European nazi 
groups. In a confidential memorandum to 
‘‘Board members only’’, the American 
Council for World Freedom revealed that 
WACL was then dominated by the Mexican 
Tecos, which had been established as a 
secret society in the 1930s and was 
thoroughly anti-semitic. It believed that the 
Roman Catholic Church had been in- 
filtrated by Jews, and that Pope Paul VI 
was ‘‘a concealed Jew and a drug addict’’. 
According to ACWF, Tecos finances had 
been ‘‘improperly obtained’’ by diverting 
funds from the Rockefeller, Ford and 
Carnegie foundations intended for the 
Autonomous University of Guadalajara. 
The American chapter also produced 
evidence that Tecos was associated with 
surviving leaders of the murderous Ruma- 
nian Iron Guard, with the terrorist Croat 
Ustashis, and with several neo-fascist 
groups in Europe. 


No purge 


The ACWF revelations, and disputes over 
finance, led in 1973 to a split between 
WACL and its British chapter, the Foreign 
Affairs Circle (FAC), led by former Con- 
servative MP Geoffrey Stewart-Smith. 
Stewart-Smith wrote to Ku Cheng Kang 
demanding that ‘‘there must be a ruthless

If this is not done, the WACL 
Conference, WACL in Europe and the 
WACL Conference in America next year 
will be destroyed’’. There was no purge. He 
did not even receive a reply to his letter. 


Funding 


WACL itself was launched in 1967, and was 
born out of the Asian People’s Anti- 
Communism League (APACL), which had 
been set up earlier by the Taiwan govern- 
ment. Dominated by members of the ruling 
Kuomintang party, WACL was intended by 
the Taiwanese as an arm of foreign policy 
while it did not have diplomatic relations 
with countries recognising mainland China. 
As a consequence much of its funding came 
from Taiwan, but donations were also 
recorded from the governments of South 
Korea and Saudi Arabia. In 1973 the Saudis 
paid over $74,000 to finance WACL’s Lon- 
don conference. This money, however, 
never reached Geoffrey Stewart-Smith and 
the British organisers, who had met all the 
bills, and was one of the main reasons for 
the Foreign Affairs Circle’s acrimonious 
departure from WACL. 


Europe 


Although WACL is made up largely of 
Asian and Latin American right-wingers, it 
has also had associations with nazi groups

in Europe. A document produced by the 
FAC in 1973, offered evidence of WACL 
involvement with the Danish and German 
sections of the World Union of National 
Socialists (WUNS), with the Italian MSI 
and with CEDADE in Spain. When 
Stewart-Smith wrote to the chairman of 
WACL’s Spanish section (the Grupo In- 
tellectual Antimarxista Espanol), seeking 
clarification of charges that some of its 
most prominent members were connected 
with nazi groups, he received a reply saying 
that ‘‘Many members of GIAE are 
members of other organisations such as 
Fuerza Nueva, CEDADE, Falange.. .”’ 

At the 1971 and 1973 WACL Con- 
ferences, FAC claimed, the Saudi Arabian 
delegates had distributed a document 
published in Jeddah, entitled Jewish Con- 
spiracy. It included the text of the Protocols 
of the Learned Elders of Zion, the 
notorious anti-semitic forgery purporting to 
describe a Jewish conspiracy to dominate 
the world. 

Only a few months before Haig sent his 
gushing message to the 1980 WACL Con- 
ference, the organisation’s North American 
Regional chapter (NARWACL) had parted 
company with its chairman Roger Pearson, 
the founder in 1958 of the nazi Northern 
League. (The Northern League stood for 
‘‘the preservation of the identity and values 
of the North, so that our nations can have 
in the future also, White, Blonde, and Blue-

Pearson was held responsible, by 
dissident factions within WACL, for at- 
tempting between 1978 and 1980, to 
establish openly neo-nazi groups in Europe 
and Scandinavia as recognised chapters of 
WACL. 


Unwelcome nazis 
welcomed back 


THE latest issue of On Target, published by 
Don Martin's British League of Rights, in- 
cludes an article on the Falklands which 
draws upon the published works of nazi 
writer George Knupffer. The fact that he is 
cited uncritically, and the fact that On Target 
offers for sale copies of his book 7he Strug- 
gle for World Power, are instructive. 

The British League of Rights is currently 
the British chapter of the World Anti- 
Communism League (see page 11). Back in 
1973 Knupffer wrote to Geoffrey Stewart- 
Smith, of the Foreign Affairs Circle, then 
the British chapter, asking to be invited to 
WACL’s 7th World Conference, which 


Stewart-Smith was organising in London.

Despite heavy lobbying on Knuppfer’s 
behalf by WACL’s Mexican chapter 
Stewart-Smith refused, because “his views 
are so extreme”. Stewart-Smith argued that 
Knuppfer was well-known in Britain for his 
anti-semitic views, and quoted Knuppfer’s 
journal The Plain Speaker which in 1965 had 
referred to “the trap set by propagandists 
who claim that six million Jews died in gas 
chambers”. In June 1973, after more 
representations from the Mexican chapter 
on Knuppfer’s behalf, Stewart-Smith wrote 
to WACL’s chairman stating that “The 
British Chapter will not agree to Mr Knupp- 
fer attending the conference’. He did not 
attend, but clearly none of this is enough to 
make Don Martin want to keep his distance. 


BIBLE-BASHING PREMIER BACKS 
WACL 


ANOTHER well-known political figure 
heaping praise upon WACL in a con- 
fidential message to the 1980 Con- 
ference, was the rabidly right-wing 
Prime Minister of Queensland, 
Australia, Johannes Bjelke-Petersen. 

In a lengthy written greeting to 
WACL’s assembled delegates, Bjelke- 


Petersen ends with the words ‘‘I salute 
the World Anti-Communism League for 
its past successes and urge you to in- 


crease your individual, 
tional efforts to defeat 
Communism’. 

In his home state, Bjelke-Petersen has 
been the architect of a series of measures 
which have endeared him to the far right 
the world over. In 1977 he passed a 
measure banning demonstrations and

street assemblies; he blocked a scheme to 
eliminate blindness amongst aborigines 
on the ground that some of the in- 
dividuals supporting the plan’ were 
‘political activists’’; and in 1980 he was 
only narrowly defeated on a Pregnancy 
Termination Bill which would have 
made most abortions punishable by 14 
years hard labour. 

Constituency boundaries’ in 
Queensland are so badly gerrymandered 
in favour of his ruling National Party- 
Liberal coalition that it has. been 
estimated that the Labour opposition 
would have to win about 60 per cent in 
an election to take office. 

Former Labour Prime Minister 
Gough Whitlam has described him as *‘a 
bible-bashing Baptist bastard”’

Racial Survival 
in the 
South Atlantic 


‘*A NEW era begins’’, announces John 
Tyndall, as he describes in May’s 
Spearhead how he and 70 others laun- 
ched the British National Party. The 
first action of this gallant bunch of 
seventy-one seems to have been to ap- 
prove the aforementioned Mr T as its 
leader. The second action would ap- 
pear to be the establishment of ‘‘Prin- 
ciples and Policies’’ — all carefully laid 
out in Spearhead. 

It’s the same mixture of the vaguely pom- 
pous and the not quite so vaguely unplea- 
sant as formed the ‘principles and policies’ 
of the National Front (now described by Mr 
Tyndall as being in the thrall ‘‘of an infan- 
tile and puerile leftism’’). It starts off true 
to form with the declaration: ‘‘We are Na- 
tionalists, while the other parties are inter- 
nationalist. We stand for national 
sovereignty, while they favour foreign rule’ 
... and so on for a couple of red-white- 
and-blue paragraphs. Then comes the ‘‘par- 
ty of national unity’’, but, followed quickly 
by an anti-EEC declaration (just so there’ll 
be no confusion with the SDP national uni- 
ty line). After that we march swiftly to one 
of Mr T’s continuing preoccupations: the 
Commonwealth, or at least the blond- 
haired, blue-eyed elements of the Com- 
monwealth. 

The British National Party, we are told, 
will favour ‘‘the reform of the Com- 
monwealth into an association of White 
states, the main nucleus of which would be 
the United Kingdom, Australia and New 
Zealand, but which would also include any 
other communities of British stock, like the 
Falkland Islands, which wished to retain 
their British status’’. 

A bit of opportunism there you might 
think, dragging the Falklands into the Prin- 
ciples of the dawning new era. After all, as 
Mr T says, in a predictably flag-waving arti- 
cle in another part of Spearhead, ‘‘until last 
month the Falkland Islands figured very 
small in the consciousness of most people in 
this country’’. Hardly anyone even knew 
where the islands were, although ‘‘the more 
politically aware might have known that the 
race of the islanders was British’’. Now, Mr 
T’s awareness of things racial has never 
been in question and likewise his awareness 
of the Falklands-factor in the scheme of the 
new era is more than a month old. But more 
of that in a moment. 

Let’s dwell for a moment on Mr T’s 
views upon the current conflict in the South 
Atlantic. Predictably he favours a tough 
line, believing that Mrs Thatcher has 
displayed an ‘‘incredible jellyfish response 
to the threat in the Falklands’’. At one 
point she even mentioned negotiating with 
the Argentines, and chaps like Tyndall 
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don’t like negotiations when gunboats are 
at hand. Anyway, that’s all jellyfish under 
the bridge, and now Mr T complains that 
“the British forces will be operating from a 
strategic rear nearly 8,000 miles away. The 
sheer expense of the operation — although 
there can be no question that it must be met 
— is one that our economy could well do 
without’’. 

But we must fight for our ‘‘national self- 
respect’? and not show ‘‘a cowardly runn- 
ing away from any undertaking that calls 
for large-scale effort at the expense of petty 
material comforts’’, and so on. Not 


noticeably more leftist, nor indeed more 
puerile, National Front News nevertheless 
likes its patriotism to be expressed in slight- 
ly less pompous tones than Spearhead, of- 


and who has always known just what to do 
with those who are not as firmly nationalist 
as is required. 

Although it might be true that Galtieri 
‘thas done a lot less for his people than J/ 
Duce’’, nevertheless Mr T does pay the 
Argentinian the compliment of comparing 
him to Mussolini (adding the aside that 
both, like all ‘‘Latins’’, are liable to turn 
tail and run, ‘‘once fortunes turn and the 
bragadoccio that comes of easy victories 
fades and is replaced by defeat and hard- 
ship’’). Thus, although Galtieri and 
Mussolini might both be nationalists (i.e. 
goodies), they’re also hot-blooded Latins 
(i.e. Dagoes and no-so-goodies), and so it’s 
all right to thump them if one so wishes. 

And Mr Tyndall does so wish, but in

fering the opinion that the ‘“‘nation of 
Drake, Raleigh and Nelson allowed itself to 
get mugged in the South Atlantic by a grub- 
by gang of Dagoes from Argentina’’. 

Similarly National Front News goes on 
about the lesson that must be learnt: 
‘‘weakness invites aggression’? and ‘‘we 
must be strong’’. If this all bears a passing 
resemblance to the Iron Jellyfish herself, 
let’s just say that National Front News is 
able to maintain its own strong in- 
dependence with the headline ‘‘jail the Tory 
traitors’’. (There’s also another piece on the 
front page suggesting that the Board of 
Directors of Tootal’s shirt manufacturers 
should also be jailed, because, it seems, 
they are ‘‘one of Margaret Thatcher’s 
favourite firms’’). 

Anyway, the real embarrassment for 
fascists, of both the puerile and non-puerile 
varieties, is not that they might find 
themselves being mistaken for bellicose 
Tories. The real embarrassment is, of 
course, that they can’t show unalloyed en- 
thusiasm for any fight against ‘fascist jun- 
tas’, because, naturally, naturally... 

Let Mr Tyndall spell out the dilemma in 
as delicate a manner as doesn’t conflict with 
the fine-sounding principles of the new 
British National Party. The British govern- 
ment, as every right and further right think- 
ing person knows, is firmly in the grip of 
the International Conspiracy. However, 
“the Argentine Government is firmly na- 
tionalist’’. So it’s bully for President 
Galtieri, who ‘‘does not have to contend 
with a fifth column in his own country’’, 


May’s Spearhead he doesn’t quite spell out 
all the reasons. Now for once, the hidden 
reason isn’t anything directly to do with the 
Jewish Conspiracy, which, as is customary 
in such matters, isn’t mentioned in the 
British National Party’s principles and 
policies. The hidden reason, on the other 
hand, is related to that principle and policy 
of reforming the white Commonwealth, 
and, to tell the truth, the Falklands have for 
a while figured large in Mr T’s reforming 
proposals. 

It was in October 1979 that Tyndall, in 
Spearhead, set out at length his plans for 
creating a worldwide ‘‘Anglo-Saxondom’’, 
in order to fight the ‘‘ultimate battle’’ for 
‘‘racial survival’’ in a ‘‘titanic international 
conflict’? against Zionism. This dream (‘‘a 
Pan-Anglo-Saxon dream’’, to be precise) 
would unite Anglo-Saxons in America, 
Europe, Australasia etc. Any such racial 
union would need a centre, but one 
wouldn’t wish to offend the sensibilities of 
the American or German Anglo-Saxons by 
anything so parochial as suggesting Hove. 
So back in 1979 Tyndall proposed that the 
central council ‘‘could sit in a specially ap- 
pointed place such as one of the Falkland 
Islands’’. 

So, the British aren’t fighting against a 
‘fascist junta’ (perish the thought); 
something much more important is at stake 
— the very centre of Mr Tyndall’s new 
Thousand Year Anglo-Saxon Reich looks 
like slipping into the hands of the Dagoes, 
just at the moment when the new era 
begins.

VIOLENCE 


Fleetwood 


Allegations of trouble caused by NF thugs at 
Fleetwood have been flatly denied by the police. 
One councillor told Wyre Council there were 
some parts of Fleetwood that young people dare 
not go to. Police Superintendent Frank Metcalf 
denied all knowledge of such a problem. Wyre 
Council would not agree to a declaration to re- 
ject approaches for meeting halls from the NF 
but agreed to an amendment that they were op- 
posed to, and would reject racial prejudice in any 
form. (Fleetwood Chronicle 8.5.82.) 


TV presenter beaten up 


Actor Dev Sagoo was beaten up and left un- 
conscious as he walked to his Luton home after a 
pub disturbance. Sagoo, who was one of the 
presenters of BBC’s Play School, suffered a 
suspected broken nose, black eye and injured 
shoulder. (New Standard 18.5.82.) 


Male nurse attacked 


Richard Davis was walking with another student 
nurse in the grounds of Roundway Hospital in 
Devizes after a dance when he was attacked by a 
group of youths who shouted NF slogans at him 
and attacked him with clubs. (Western Daily 
Press 24.4.82.) 


‘Vendetta of hate’ 


Wednesfield carpenter Evord Fisher has said that 
over the past six months vandals have slashed 
tyres on his van, smashed the windscreen, and 
jammed rags round the radiator to make it 
overheat. He has also had racist slogans daubed 
over his council flat but the council have said he 
does not have enough points to qualify for a 
transfer. (Express & Star 4.5.82.) 


CB radios used in attacks 


Racist teenagers have been using CB radios to 
summon reinforcements in their campaign of 
harassment against a black family in Redhill. A 
gang of about 20 skinheads threw stones and lit- 
ter at the family’s house and shouted racist 
slogans. Chairman of East Surrey Breakers Terry 
Kebble admitted that some skinheads did belong 
to the CB organisation but he totally deplored 
the radios being used for this purpose and ex- 
pressed his determination to get it stopped. (Sur- 
rey Mirror 30.4.82.) 


Knife attack 


A 19 year old Manchester youth was jailed for 
three years for a knife attack on a 57 year old 
Pakistani man. The judge told him: ‘‘It was 
racial hooliganism. I have not the slightest doubt 
about that from the language you used in the in- 
terview with the police’. (Manchester Evening 
News 28.4.82.) 


Stepney 


A gang of skinheads armed with iron bars are 
terrorising ‘‘for pleasure’’ in Stepney, East Lon- 
don. All their victims are Asians. A 12 year old 
boy was beaten up by six of them with pieces of 
wood. A week later a man in his 20s was struck 
twice across the head by 10 of them and needed 
stiches to a nasty head wound and in the latest in- 
cident, two young men were attacked on their 
own doorstep and one was stabbed in the 
stomach. (East London Advertiser 14.5.82.) 


Racist assault punished by fines 


Desmond Martins and his wife Eileen were 
beaten up by three white youths in an unprovok- 
ed racist attack in Deptford, South London. Des- 
mond is black, his wife is white. Two of their at- 
tackers, convicted of assault causing actual bodi- 
ly harm, were fined £600 with £100 compensa- 
tion, and £25 doctors fees. Instead of being fin- 
ed, they could have been jailed for up to five 
years. 

Mr Martins (27), an accountancy student, and 
his wife Eileen, were walking through Deptford 
late at night when they were attacked by three 
white youths, who shouted ‘‘nigger’’, and ‘‘nig- 
ger lover’’. Mr Martins was kicked and punched 
to the ground. He needed stitches in a gash 
beneath his left eye. His legs were also badly 
bruised. Eileen Martins suffered badly grazed 
knees after being dragged along the ground, a 
swelling on the back of her head, and a deep bite 
wound on one finger. 

The couple were saved when a motorist stop- 
ped, and the youths ran off. Police found two of 
them hiding in bushes nearby. Robert McDonald 
(22), of Greenwich, and David Cullen (21), of 
Pepys Estate, Deptford, were both convicted of 
assault causing actual bodily harm. 

Desmond Martins, vice president of the Afro- 
Caribbean society, and a member of Deptford 
West Indian and African Community Associa- 
tion, was also attacked in 1976. On that occa- 
sion, he was beaten unconscious by a gang of 
youths in New Cross, and spent three days in 
hospital. (South London Press 18.5.82.) 


@® ARSON ATTACKS 
‘Bribe’ to end harassment 


A court heard how a Pakistani businessmen paid 
£50 to a gang of skinheads in a bid to stop racial 
taunts.” Mr Mohammed Naji’s brother, Moham- 
med Iqbal, died after petrol was poured through 
the letter-box of his home and set alight. Mr Naji 
told the court that he had resorted to paying the 
skinheads after the police had been unable to 
stop the harassment of the family. Two youths 
appeared in court and each denied charges of 
murder and arson. (Newcastle Journal 29.4.82.) 


‘KKK’ arson attack 


Arsonists have attacked the home of a West In- 
dian night-club owner and daubed KKK initials 
on the outside. It took firemen three hours to put 
out the fire but the building is still structurally 
sound. Superintendent Vince Arkell of Staple 
Hill police said several lines of inquiry were being 
pursued but no particular significance was being 
attached to the initials. (Bristol Evening Post 
22.5.82.) 


Clubhouse attacked 


Vandals have stepped up attacks on a derelict 
clubhouse since it was announced that a West In- 
dian association wants it for its headquarters. An 
arson attack was made on an adjoining building. 
(Aldershot News 23.4.82.) 


@ SYNAGOGUES ATTACKED 


Two London synagogues were attacked at the 
start of May. 

Kenton Synagogue, North West London, was 
attacked twice. Windows were smashed, and 
damage costing several hundred pounds was 
caused. 

On 9 May Finsbury Park synagogue was 
broken into. Two doors were smashed. 

The secretaries of the synagogues said they 
didn’t believe there was a racialist motive, but Dr 
Jacob Gewirtz of the Board of Deputies took a 
more serious view. 

‘*I have no wish to exaggerate such incidents, 
but I am concerned that they seem to coincide 
with a more violent approach adopted by ex- 
tremist groups in this country”’’. (Jewish Chroni- 
cle 14.5.82.) 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


@ FASCIST DAUBING AT SCOTS 
UNIVERSITY 


Fascist slogans were daubed on walls following a 
break-in at Edinburgh University. The daubings, 
which included NF slogans and swastikas, and 
anti-semitic and racist comments, followed a 
break-in at the Student Publications office. Over 
£400 worth of damage was caused. 

A fascist newsletter, headed ‘‘Blue Shirt’’, and 
claiming to be the ‘‘voice of Edinburgh Universi- 
ty fascists’’, has also been circulated. 

Students at the University have expressed their 
disgust at the actions of the anonymous fascist or 
fascists. (Sunday Mail 9.5.82.) 


@ NF STALL IN BRICK LANE 


Since early April a market stall run by a sym- 
pathiser of the National Front has been selling 
racist literature in Brick Lane Sunday market. 
Tower Hamlets trades council, which was given a 
stall licence under strict conditions in 1979, are 
pressing the local (Labour) council to ban the NF 
trading. The trades council secretary, Dan Jones, 
in a letter to the East London Advertiser, refers 
to three vicious attacks on Asians within two 
weeks of the stall being opened. 


@ NF ORGANISER DRUNK AND 
OFFENSIVE 


A National Front organiser at the Hounslow 
council elections staggered along the road, 
shouting ‘‘Sieg Heil’’ and ‘‘NF for ever’’, after a 
heavy drinking session. 

Philip Andrews (20) was found guilty of being 
drunk and disorderly at Brentford on 7 May. On 
that date, police escorted a group of NF sup- 
porters from the Civic Centre. Andrews denied 
the charge, saying ‘‘I can drink 12 or 13 pints and 
still be sober. I was not the worse for wear at 
all’’. He was found guilty, and fined £25. (Mid- 
dlesex Chronicle 21.5.82.) 


@ PORTSMOUTH AGAINST BM 


On Saturday 5 June 300 anti-racists turned out to 
oppose a British Movement march which was to 
take place through the streets of Portsmouth. At 
least 200 fascists were expected. The police were 
out to stop the two factions from even seeing 
each other — police were drafted in from other 
counties and the Isle of Wight. However, ap- 
proximately 30 anti-fascists were able to get 
within shouting distance of the BM. Only 12 — 
yes 12 — fascists turned up for their parade — 
flags waving — under the banner ‘Portsmouth 
Against Communism’. The police, facing a con- 
frontation, bundled the ‘Portsmouth 12’ into a 
police van and drove them away to safety. (Mike 
Bridgman, Portsmouth ANL.)

WEST GERMANY 


Book ruled to 
incite hatred 
against Jews 


COPIES of a revisionist history book 
which denies that the Holocaust took 
place, have been ordered to be con- 
fiscated by a court in Stuttgart. 

The book, The Auschwitz Myth — 
Legend or Reality, by Wilhelm Staeglich, a 
former judge, was ruled to incite hatred 
against Jewish people. The court declared 
that Staeglich had forfeited his constitu- 
tional right to free expression by 
systematically ignoring published and 
available evidence of mass murder by the 
nazis. Had the prosecution been brought 
within the statutory six months after 
publication, both Staeglich and his 
publisher could have been convicted of in- 
citement. 

The Justice Ministry has now announced 
that it is drafting a bill effectively banning 
the import of nazi literature, which would 
also prohibit the publication of material de- 
nying the truth of the Holocaust. 


Strauss sent 
delegate to El 
Salvador 


THE far-right Christian Social Union 
(CSU) of Franz Josef Strauss sent one 
of its most extreme members to El 
Salvador in March to observe the elec- 
tions in which former death squad 
leader Robert d’Aubisson took power. 

The CSU delegate was Lorenz Neigel, 
who declares that he stands to the right of 
Strauss, and who has been associated with 
the extremist Relief Action Committee for 
Southern Africa, whose slogan is ‘Solidari- 
ty with White Africa’. On his return from 
El Salvador he announced that he felt co- 
operation with d’Aubisson’s regime was 
feasible.

PORTUGAL 


Pope's attacker 
linked to fascists 


THE Spanish priest accused of trying 
to kill the Pope in Portugal in May had 
been connected with fascist organisa- 
tions in Spain before becoming a 
priest. 

Father Juan Fernandez Krohn was ar- 
rested when he approached the Pope at 
Fatima, wielding a bayonet and shouting in- 
sults and slogans. He was later charged with 
attempted murder. 

Krohn was a member of a far-right 
Roman Catholic sect called Sede Vacan- 
tistes, which holds that the papacy has been 
vacant since the death in 1958 of Pope Pius 
XII. All of his successors, they claim, have 
been heretics. Krohn joined them in 1980 
after breaking with the Fraternity of St Pius 
X, run by the traditionalist French Arch- 


bishop Marcel Lefevbre, who ordained him 


as a priest in 1978. In an interview six years 
ago Krohn told a reporter that he was at- 
tracted to Lefevbre by ‘‘his fight against all 
progressiveness’’. He studied for the priest- 
hood at Lefevbre’s seminary in 
Switzerland. 


Krohn is now known to have been a 
member of the Spanish Falange Party at the 
age of 19 before he became interested in the 
priesthood. He now faces a prison sentence 
of 15-20 years. 

His attempt on the Pope’s life came ex- 
actly a year after the Pope was shot in St 
Peter’s Square by the Turkish fascist 
Mehmet Ali Agca. 


SPAIN 


Appeal lodged 
against coup 
sentences 


THE SPANISH government has lodg- 
ed an appeal with the civilian Supreme 
Court against the lenient sentences 
meted out to many of the army and 
civil guard officers involved in the at- 
tempted coup of February 1981. 

A military tribunal hearing charges 
against 32 men accused of participating in 
the rebellion during which Civil Guards led 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Antonio Tejero oc- 
cupied the Parliament building and opened 
fire in the debating chamber, handed down 
the sentences demanded by the prosecution 
in only two cases: Tejero himself, and 
Lieutenant-General Milans del Bosch, one 
of the central conspirators. Eleven of the 
accused — including all eight Civil Guard 
lieutenants who stormed into Parliament 
with Tejero — were acquitted, and the rest 
received sentences considerably lighter than 
those demanded by the prosecution. Ten 
received sentences of less than three years. 
There has been particular outrage at the six 
year sentence given to General Alfonso Ar- 
mada, who was widely believed to have 
been one of the main planners of the opera- 
tion. The prosecution had asked for a 30 
year sentence. General Luis Torrés, who 
took charge of the crack Brunete armoured 
division during the coup also received a six 
year sentence, in contrast to the 15 years 
demanded. 

Tejero, del Bosch and the others con- 
victed will serve their sentences in specially 
built luxury apartments in the military 
prison at Alcala de Henares. 

Meanwhile, in Madrid, two of the five 
murderers of Basque activist Yolanda 


Golanzez, who was shot dead last year, 
have received lengthy gaol sentences. 
Emilio Hellin and Ignacio Abad have been 
gaoled for 43 and 28 years respectively. 
Three others received shorter sentences. All 
five were known right-wing activists. 


UNITED STATES 


Greensboro 
massacre to be re- 
investigated 


A FEDERAL grand jury has been con- 
vened in Greensboro, North Carolina, 
to consider bringing indictments in 
connection with the Greensboro 
massacre: the murder over two years 
ago of five demonstrators by a gang of 
KKK and nazi gunmen. 

The grand jury is the result of months of 
campaigning by anti-Klan and black 
organisations following the acquittal after a 
22 week trial, of four Klansmen and two 
nazis, who had been filmed opening fire on 
an anti-Klan rally in the town in November 
1979. The five demonstrators who died 
were all members of the Communist 
Workers Party. 

Despite clear evidence on film and from 
eyewitnesses, an all-white jury, carefully 
vetted to exclude anyone not favourably in- 
clined towards the Klan, returned not guilty 
verdicts on all of the accused. Nazi leader 
Harold Covington greeted the verdicts as 
‘*a great victory for White America’’. 

Groups which have campaigned for the 
grand jury and which are monitoring its 
proceedings, are insisting that it should in- 
vestigate the roles of a police undercover 
agent, and an agent working for the Federal 
Bureau of Tobacco, Alcohol and Firearms, 
both of whom had knowledge that the at- 
tack was to take place. 

Meanwhile, a panel of the District Court 
of Appeals in Washington D.C. has ruled 
that the Justice Department must release 
files on the activities of FBI undercover 
agent Gary Rowe, who spent years working 
inside the Klan in the 1960s and 1970s. He 
was involved in murder and arson attacks 
on black people, but was protected from 
prosecution by his employers in the FBI. 
Access to the files has been blocked by the 
Justice Department for almost two years. 


BOLIVIA 


Rightists threaten 
American diplomat 


A RIGHT-WING group has threaten- 
ed to kill the American ambassador to 
Bolivia for attempting to have purged 
from the army and the government 
elements involved in the country’s 


lucrative cocaine smuggling trade. 

The threat came after the ambassador, 
Edwin Corr, had accused former Interior 
Minister Colonal Luis Arce Gomez of being 
involved in trafficking. Arce has since 
begun a court action to force Corr to retract 
the accusation. He is currently adviser to La 
Paz military commander General Angel 
Mariscal. 

Two days after the death threat, 
American consular offices in Santa Cruz 
were destroyed in a bomb attack. 


WAR CRIMES 


French families 
take action against 
ex-minister 


IN FRANCE six Jewish families have 
begun legal action against Maurice 
Papon, till recently a minister in Presi- 
dent Giscard d’Estaing’s government, 
now accused of formerly having been 
involved in the deportation of French 
Jews during the last war. 

Papon was secretary-general of the 
Gironde prefecture during the nazi occupa- 
tion. Documents published in the French 
press last year showed his signature on 
deportation orders relating to Jewish 
families. Legal proceedings started last year 
by other relatives of deported victims are 
still pending. 

Two Russian men convicted of col- 
laborating with the gestapo during the war 
have been sentenced to death in the Soviet 
Union. The two are reported to have helped 
in capturing and executing Russian troops, 
partisans and over 1,500 civilians during the 
nazi occupation of Southern Russia. 


FRANCE 


Strikers defeat 
right-wing union 


THE largely immigrant workforce of 
the Citroen group have defeated a 
right-wing trade union organisation in 
their successful fight to press for better 
wages and conditions. In the years of 
left decline following the uprising of 
1968 Citroen management developed a 
system to break effective union 
organisation. The instrument was the 
CFT (French Confederation of 
Labour) which became so notorious 
that it changed its name in 1977 to the 
CSL (Confederation of Free Trade 
Unions). The new organisation did not 
break with the bully boy tactics of the 
past, terrorising people into joining the 
union and practising surveillance of the 
CGT (General Confederation of 
Workers). 


Days before the strike, in mid-April, a 
trade union steward at Aulnay (Seine-Saint 
Denis), Mohammed E] Harrari was beaten 
up by CSL members. A management of- 
ficial insulted workers, calling them 
‘slaves’; after a work-stoppage on the 
night-shift racist leaflets were found in 
workers lockers. The ensuing strikes 
throughout April and May in Citroen fac- 
tories in Aulnay, Levallois, and Asnieres 
have been marked by heavy use of force, 
management helicopter-surveillance of 
picket lines. The CSL was used to in- 
timidate workers to attend. a _ pro- 
management demonstration (Liberation 
26.5.82) and battles took place as CSL 
thugs attacked picket lines. 

By early June a return to work was taking 
place, with the CGT leading jubilant im- 
migrant workers back to work — it seems as 
though their demands will be met.’ The 
CSL is in retreat, but battles are still being 
fought elsewhere. 

The CSL have links with SAC (currently 
being investigated by a Parliamentary Com- 
mittee following the Marseilles Massacre — 
see Searchlight October 1981) and are also 
associated with the neo-Gaullist RPR, led 
by right-wing Jacques Chirac, Mayor of 
Paris. During the night of 2-3 May the 
newly-converted Mosque in the town of 
Romans (Drome), was destroyed by a 
bomb; shortly after the racist leaflets 
distributed in the Citroen factories, ad- 
dressed ‘Cher Mustapha’, were found in the 
town. According to Sansfrontiers the leaflet 
was almost certainly distributed in the fac- 
tory by the CSL and probably printed by 
the RPR. It turned up in a glossy magazine, 
COL, published in the Alpes-Maritimes, 
which is broadly right-wing, while workers 
in an Alkan factory claim they saw FO 
(Force Ouvriere) militants (whose Secretary 
belongs to the RPR) sticking up the same 
tract. 


ITALY 


P2 prosecutions 
dropped 


CRIMINAL proceedings against most 
of the known members of the secret 
masonic lodge P2 are to be dropped on 
the recommendation of the public pro- 
secutor in Rome. 

The recommendation comes out of a nine 
month investigation into the activities of 
P2, which has been banned by the Italian 
Parliament and which is still the subject of a 
Parliamentary Commission of Enquiry. 

The scandal broke last year when police 
discovered a P2 membership list which in- 
cluded leading politicians, media figures 
and military personnel. Running the lodge 
was former fascist Licio Gelli, who subse- 
quently disappeared to Uruguay. It is still 
widely suspected that some of P2’s network 
of members were involved in planning, and 
later covering up, the terror attacks which 
were part of the extreme right’s strategy of 
tension in the late 1960s and early 1970s.

Cart iVnC | AGAINST 
RACISM & FASCISM 


On 15 June, the jury at Leeds Crown Court found the Bradford 12 
not guilty. CARF reports on one of the most important trials of the 
black community ever to have been held in Britain: 


THERE isn’t room for 12 in the dock, so 
only six of the defendants — Tarlochan, 
Bahram, Ahmed, Masud, Praveen and 
Ishaq — sit there. Five others — 
Giovanni, Saeed, Sabir, Vasant and Jay 
(until the judge decided there was no 
evidence against the last and released 
him) — sit behind the rows of bar- 
risters, amongst whom sits Tariq, who 
is defending himself. As we go in, Tariq 
sings a snatch of a Punjabi song. The 
defendants and the barristers exchange 
jokes. The barristers pull their wigs on 
hastily. The jurors smile and settle into 
their box, and everyone scrambles up 
as the judge enters. 


Bringing colonialism back home 


His Honour Judge Christopher Beaumont has 
some experience of Asians. He sat on the Indo- 
Pakistan Border Commission, set up at Partition 
in 1947. From the beginning, it was clear he 
wanted us all to know he was no racist — he has 
a lot of sympathy for colonial peoples. On the 
very first day he interrupted the clerk as she read 
the names — /shaq — you don’t pronounce it 
like that! It’s Ishag! Isn't it, Ishag? Poor terrified 
Ishaq stumbled to his feet and lied ‘yes sir’. 

The prosecution allege that on 11 July 1981 
the 12 made a cache of petrol bombs, intending 
to throw them at the police or at the large shops 
in Bradford. They rely on verbal admissions from 
most of the defendants, signed statements, 
Tarlochan’s and Ahmed’s fingerprints on the 
milk bottles that were found in some bushes 
behind a hospital a few days later, and on the 
fact that some of the defendants were arrested in 
the town centre on 11 July for “inciting people to 
attack the police’’. The prosecution says that the 
petrol bombs were not used only because the 
‘ringleaders’ were arrested. 

Most of the defendants agree that they helped 
to make the petrotbombs. But, they say, they 
were made not to attack the police but because 
they’d heard rumours about an imminent skin- 
head invasion. Many of them knew about the 
events in Southall just a week before, and about 
the murder of the Khan family in Walthamstow. 
Many have had direct experience of racist abuse 
and threats; some, of beatings by skinheads. 
“Eascist skinheads were waging a murderous 
campaign against our people’, wrote Tariq in his 
police statement; ‘it was necessary to defend 
our community. It was with this in mind that we 
did what we did’’. Tarlochan, in his evidence, 
described how he envisaged using the petrol 
bombs as a last resort, to create a “‘shield of fire’’ 
across the road to deter rampaging skinheads. 
He told how there wasn’t time for a full-scale 
mobilisation of the community — he’d heard the 
news that morning from a bookshop (which itself 
had been a target of fascist violence many 
times), and was in a state of “fear, desperation 
and panic’. Other defendants told how fear had 
seized them when he spoke to them, and also a 
determination to prevent a possible attack or 
fight back if it came. They didn’t go to the police, 
they said, because the police did not protect 
their communities. And when the threat did not 
materialise, the petrol bombs were left in their 


hiding place, and were to have been destroyed. 

The prosecution ridiculed the defendants’ ac- 
count. Police officer after officer was called to 
say that they had heard no rumours; there were 
no fascists in Bradford that day; Bradford is a 
peaceful town with a good race relations record; 
there is no problem for the Asian community 
there. The Home Office report on racial attacks 
(which covered West Yorkshire) was shown to 
them — they hadn't seen it. The form which 
every police officer was supposed to fill in to 
report racial attacks — had never been seen 
either. The defence produced a copy of Police 
Review of February 1981, which carried a lead ar- 
ticle on British Movement nazis and arms 
caches. The officers hadn’t read that particular 
issue. 

The Bradford community relations officer 
described how on 9 July he had heard the 
rumours and had told the police. From then to 
the 11th he’d been in constant contact with their 
community affairs inspector. Other witnesses 
described the skinhead invasions into Southall 
on 3 July and Luton on 10 July. Bradford coun- 
cillor Ajeeb talked about the disturbing increase 
in racial attacks in Bradford. Victims of attacks, 
including Giovanni's 15 year old brother, told the 
court of their harrowing experiences — beatings, 
kickings and insults — only to be cross- 
questioned by the prosecutor as if such attacks 
were fabrications. 

This sort of ‘insensitivity’ is at the root of the 
trial. It was what led the defendants to rely on 
their own resources rather than on police protec- 
tion. And it was this that led the police to ignore 
the defendants’ explanations for the making of 
the petrol bombs and substitute their own — 
that petrol bombs were for use in riots and 
nothing else. But when Sighbat Kadri, Ahmed’s 
lawyer, accused the police of insensitivity — ‘Sit 
down, Mr Kadri, sit down!’ roared the judge. 
“Quite improper’. 

In the seven and a half week trial there have 
been moments of tragedy. Masud’s father died, 
and then a juror’s brother. There have been 
moments of humour too: Dr Borer, the defence 
explosives expert, eageriy offering to let off a 
few ‘fun caps’ to show us what a real explosion 
sounds like; and Giovanni's barrister’s comments 
on why the two officers interviewing him 
disagreed as to whether he showed any distress 
— “one must have been sitting on his emotional 
Italian side and the other on his phlegmatic Sikh 
side’. And then there was the crowning off- 
stage effect: in the prosecutor's closing speech 
just at the words ‘Mr Ali is lying’, a great clap of 
thunder and a flash of lightning set off the alarm 
bell and made further speech impossible for 10 
minutes. 

But all of this obscured the tension all the 
defendants felt as they drew to the end of their 
11 month wait — three months of it in prison — 
to find out how a jury of their peers would view 
what they did in July last year. 

When the foreman of the jury stood up and 
said his first ‘Not Guilty’ the court erupted in a 
massive roar of joy. Defendants, their lawyers 
and supporters wept, cheered and stood ap- 
plauding as the jurors left the court after acquit- 
ting all the defendants on both charges. Justice 
had been done. The ‘first freedom’ — the 
‘freedom to exist’ for the black community — 
had been acknowledged and vindicated.

Shift in balance of 
French racism 


A CARE representative attended the Con- 
gress of the French Movement Against 
Racism and for Friendship between Peoples 
(MRAP) in Paris in May. It was an im- 
pressive assembly of more than 300 
delegates from all over France and other 
countries. 

Inevitably, the Congress was dominated by 
assessments of changes during the past year. 
Albert Levy, Secretary General of MRAP, spoke 
of a “‘shift in the balance of racism’’. The Con- 
gress determined, however, to keep up pressure 
on Mitterrand’s government to fulfil election 
pledges, especially that to reduce politically 
unacceptable trade, particularly with South 
Africa.

MRAP has the kind of organisational basis 
and structure which we could learn from in 
building our own anti-racist movement. The 
organisation was formed shortly after the war, 
out of the network of anti-racist groups of the 
Resistance. It is politically broad-based, compos- 
ed of ‘progressive forces’; the Socialist and Com- 
munist parties and the main trade unions are 
represented along with immigrant organisations. 
It is totally independent of government and is 
recognised by the United Nations as a ‘Non- 
Governmental Organisation’. It has branches all 
over France which are involved in all aspects of 
its work. MRAP produces two journals, the 
glossy, more popular, Differences (published 
since 1981 in the wave of activity following the 
rue Copernic bombing), and Droit et Liberte for 
activists. 

MRAP’s Paris headquarters and local bran- 
ches provide literacy and judicial services. Legal 
assistance to immigrants is combined with en- 
forcement of the 1972 law against racism which 
MRAP initiated. There have been successful pro- 
secutions for incitement to racial hatred, of revi- 
sionist historians like Faurisson, and fascist 
organisations (FANE was banned in August 
1980). The organisation also mobilises against 
racist attacks, in shows of solidarity and prac- 
tical help. The organisation is not restricted to 
‘defensive acts’: Differences presents a positive, 
popular educative anti-racist perspective, and 
recently has held some very successful anti-racist 
film festivals.

HARASSMENT BY 


HELICOPTER 


IF you live in Hackney or Newham in London, in 
recent months you may have witnessed a 
helicopter flying over your neighbourhood. Im- 
agine, though, how you would feel if that 
helicopter began to follow you as you were driv- 
ing home! According to David Ramsey, this is 
exactly what happened to him in Manor Park on 
17 May. A police helicopter shadowed him to his 
home, where he was greeted by a van-load of 
policemen who descended upon him, beat him 
and took him to Forest Gate police station where 
he was accused — along with his friend Tony — 
of stealing the car, which was, in fact, his own. 
Not surprisingly, no formal charges have been 
made. 

The police helicopter that had shadowed 
David to his home then descended to roof-top 
level where — suspended in mid-air — it pro- 
ceeded to terrorise not only David and his family 
but all First Avenue as well. The Ramsey family 
have since put out a questionnaire in order to 
ascertain how many of their neighbours saw the 
incident and what their reactions to it were. 

Last February an SPG van stopped outside the 
Ramsey home and the officers arrested 11 
members of the family. They were beaten, in- 
sulted and taken to Forest Gate police station 
where they were charged with a variety of of- 
fences, including violent behaviour, obstruction 
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and assault. In the meantime, no care was pro- 
vided for the two young babies who were left 
sione in the Ramsey’s home. 

After this incident a campaign for the defence 
of the Ramsey family was set up, and at a 
meeting Paul Boateng of the GLC police com- 
mittee called for the disbanding of the SPG. The 
chief superintendent of West Ham police had 
already claimed that the SPG was just ‘‘passing 
through’’ Newham on their way to Little ford, 
where they were carrying out a ‘“‘swamping’’ ex- 
ercise in order to combat burglary, but other 
sources claim that the SPG was moving in all 
over Newham under the pretext of combating 
burglary (East End News, issue 42). Members of 
the Ramsey family now believe that this latest in- 
cident, which is part of a wider pattern of harass- 
ment against them, has arisen, at least in part, 
because of the vocal nature of the campaign for 
their defence. 

The Ramsey family are due to appear before 
Newham Magistrate Court on 18, 19, 20 and 23 
August; the defence campaign is planning a 
series of pickets.

Internal Controls 
and Housing 


HOUSING is becoming an increasingly im- 
portant area in the field of internal controls 
on immigration. Numerous cases have been 
reported of people being asked for pass- 
ports (and even being reported to the Home 
Office) when applying for local authority 
housing. In other cases, people living and 
working in Britain are prevented from seek- 
ing housing or rent allowances and rebates 
through the combined effects of housing 
regulations and immigration laws. For ex- 
ample, those people who fall under the im- 
migration category of not being allowed 
‘recourse to public funds’ are barred from 
obtaining housing benefits. Recently some 
overseas students were only granted an ex- 
tension of leave to remain here on condition 
that they stopped receiving rent rebates. 

The various questions involved in hous- 
ing, internal controls and the campaigns be- 
ing waged against them can be found in Vo 
Pass Laws Here Bulletin, No.3, June 1982, 
available from 44 Theobalds Road, Lon- 
don WC1.

RACIST ACTIVITY IN SCHOOLS 


HARROW community relations 
council (CRC) and the chairman of 
Waltham Forest CRC have both 
recently expressed concern over 
racist activity in schools. Such con- 
cern is no new thing. In November 
1980, after numerous reports that 
the NF had been leafletting, 
recruiting and giving talks, CARF 
asked just what the NF is doing in 
our schools. And in May 1981, the 
Centre for Contemporary Studies 
wrote of an alarming growth of 
fascist infiltration into schools. The 
report concluded that right-wing 
groups were waging a fierce strug- 
gle for the allegiances of white 
youth and that the fight could well 
spill over into the playground. 
Aware that this situation had 
already arrived (in London schools 
at least), the All London Teachers 
Against Racism and Fascism 
(ALTARF) took a welcome _in- 
itiative in July 1981 by asking Lon- 
don teachers to monitor racist in- 
cidents. Their ultimate aim was to 
compile a dossier, but for various 
reasons (the most likely being that 
teachers were frightened that if 
they reported incidents they would 
reflect badly on their schools), the 
report fell through. 

CARF documents below just some of the 
incidents, reports of right-wing activity and 
resistance to it that have reached us in the 
last couple of years. These incidents and 
activities should be viewed in relation to the 
birth of youth branches of right-wing 
organisations. Since the 1979 NF election 
humiliation, such groups have openly 
acknowledged that a new nazi society can 
only be built ‘through the youth of today’: 
‘we are out to recruit schoolchildren. They 
are tomorrow's leaders’ (Michael 
McLaughlin, British Movement). It seems 
that the newly-formed BNP will continue in 
this tradition — there have already been 
reports that they are planning to campaign 
in schools. 


The Young National Front 


The YNF, formed in 1977, was one of the 
first organisations to launch a schools cam- 
paign. Since 1978, members have been en- 
couraged to identify ‘red teachers’ with a 
view to publishing their names in NF organs 
such as Bul/dog. Suspected ‘reds’ are often 
physically attacked and sent threatening 
letters and sometimes their homes are van- 
dalised. The YNF sought to arm recruits 
with tactical weapons for use inside the 
classroom too: ‘How to combat red 
teachers’, a YNF document, aims to verse 
members thoroughly in the ideology of ‘na- 
tionalism’. It has been widely condemned 
by teachers. 

From up and down the country have 
come reports from worried groups of 
teachers and other concerned bodies. Par- 


ticularly from April to July 1981 there were 
many calls for schools to take action. In 
April a confidential meeting took place in 
Watford in which headteachers, teachers 
and senior policemen discussed right-wing 
activity, whilst in Basildon, the Junior 
Schools’ Council called for a campaign of 
lectures and films in order to combat ex- 
tremism. Some East London teachers took 
to public leafletting and the United Associa- 
tion for Asians in Coventry wrote to the Ci- 
ty Director demanding an immediate in- 
vestigation into the increasing distribution 
of racist literature in schools. 

Inevitably increased fascist activity has 
led to even more attacks on schoolchildren. 
It should be remembered that not all at- 
tacks on black schoolchildren are the result 
of fascist activity — racism is even more 
widespread than this. Following a NF 
meeting at a Gravesend school in June 
1981, a Sikh boy was attacked, chased 
down an alley, his turban snatched and his 
hair cut off. Reports received from Morden, 
Surrey, in November indicate that Asian 
girls are constantly harassed, even pushed 
on to the road, by skinheads who shadow 
them as they journey home. Schoolchildren 
are attacked whilst waiting at bus stops or, 
as in the case of Daraz Miah (see Sear- 
chlight No.78), they are attacked in the 
playground itself. An attack in the play- 
ground of Keighley School, near Bradford, 
almost turned into a riot when a gang of 
white youths set upon two Asian lads. Even 
though reports suggest that petrol bombs 
were used, the incident was hushed up by 
police who claimed it wasn’t ‘newsworthy’.

He said he believed 
that the cartoon would certainly deter members of ethnic minorities from joining them. 

Derbyshire Chief Constable Mr Alf Parrish said that he found the whole page of car- 
toons in bad taste and had passed on his views to the editor, though he added he had no 
sympathy with the present editorial views of the magazine either. (Derby Evening 


Groups such as ALTARF are now asking, 
not only what fascists are doing in schools 
(and teachers can be fascists too! An 
association of Nationalist teachers has 
recently been formed to give private 
lessons to white schoolchildren), but also 
what the police are doing there. Cynical 
about ‘Panda competitions’, organised 
discos and what is known as ‘Metropolitan 
Observation’, they are critical of certain 
police actions in schools, such as at Ar- 
chway School last May (see Searchlight 
No.71), and are questioning the relation- 
ship teachers are expected to have with the 
police. They are also unhappy about the 
way teachers are increasingly being asked 
to check schoolchildren’s passports and act 
as immigration officials. 


Home Office initiative? 


It would seem that even the Home Office 
has woken up to the problems of 
‘racialism’. Last December the Home Office 
report on racist attacks specifically con- 
demned the bringing of fascist materials in- 
to schools. But the problem still remains 
how to fight this. The Home Secretary has 
said that the ‘‘law must rule in the fight 
against racialism’’, but in February at Rich- 
mond magistrates court, that fighting spirit 
of the law was seen in action. A National 
Front member, who had been arrested 
distributing party literature outside a 
school, was fined the grand sum of £20 — 
not, as you might think, for the crime of 
sowing the seeds of racism amongst 
schoolchildren, but rather for the public 
nuisance of obstruction!
